Women апд'теп ате becoming 
more equal all the time. In every 
field, from business to politics to 
sports to art, the ladies have shown 
time and again that there is little 
difference between the sexes.

But now the girls are asking for 
the chance to compete in scrambles 
on an equal basis with their male 
counterparts. Notin separate powder- 
puff races, mind you, but in the 
heats, Semis and Main Events, just 
like the fellows do. 

Debbie Jackline, Sue Buchanan, 
Rusty Grant. and Susan Clark, are 
four girls who protest the scramblers" 
discrimination against their gender. 
“Even kids under 15 years old get 
treated the same as the men.’’ Susan 
points out. But the girls are allowed 
no practice. They are limited to 
100cc bikes, no matter what their 
skill, in District 36 where Susan 
rides. 

The question of responsibility 
usually is raised whenever the girl's 
demands come up. No promoter or 
official wishes to incur the blame 
if one of the girl scramblers get 
hurt. Miss Clark answers, ‘‘We feel 
that the responsibility for what hap- 
pens to us is ours. If we have the

capability of building and tuning 
our own motorcycles and prove we 
can handle it inraces, why shouldn’t 
we be allowed to take chances like 
everybody else?” 

Against such logic most males 
would mumble something about ‘‘a 
man's sport,'' or **racers aren't pol- 
ite on the track." But Susan might 
just smile, Giacondalike, without 
admitting that some girls have al- 
ready disguised themselves as boys 
and survived more than a few mixed 
scrambles. 

In the desert, road races, trials, 
enduros, etc, of course, women are 
encouraged to try and beat the men 
and they are allowed to compete on 
a purely equal basis. Professional 
and scrambles races, so far as we 
know, are the only motorcycle events 
which bar or segregate the women. 
Women are not even allowed in the 
pits at many professional races. 
Whether girls ever get to let their 
hair down and compete in these eve- 
nts will depend to a large extent 
upon the all-male rulemakers and 
race officials, and upon whether the 
men riders would stand for it. We'd 
like to know what readers think 
about this.

WHO CAN HELP US NOW? 


California’s youth will soon be 
struck by a hurtful blow unless we 
can persuade state lawmakers to 
amend a bill coming before the 
assembly. 

Assembly Bill 978, if it passes, 
would require kids who want a motor- 
cycle operator’s permit to get a 
drivers license first. 

And there is a new law, just 
passed, that requires a course in 
driver education to get a car drivers 
license at age 16. Kids who were 
not fortunate enough to attend high 
schools which offer “Driver Ed.” 
will thus be draft-age before they 
can turn in their pedal bikes. 

The biggest injustice that would 
be enacted if AB 978 passes un- 
amended would be the giant crop of 
16 and 17-year-olds in California. 
The child of today matures much 
sooner than past generations. Today's 
16-year-old has outgrown the bicycle 
stage. He wants, and in this state he 
needs private motor transportation 
beforehe orsheis out of high school. 

Requiring kids to wait two 
more years before driving legally 
will place more of a burden upon 
them and their parents than the aver- 
age family can stand. 

I think the law should let people 
apply for a motorcycle learner’s per- 
mit at 15% and a license at age 16. 
That’s how it has been, and that’s 
how it should remain. AB 978 con- 
tains many good provisions, but the 
part requiring a car license before 
applying for a motorcycle license is 
not good. It should be deleted. 

If readers want to prevent this in- 
justice, they should write to their 
state representatives and ask them 
what is the best procedure to follow 
to get AB 978 amended before it is 
passed into law. There is still time 
to straighten this gut if you act now.

Ahola Trounces Best in West 

Ahola outperformed such stars as 
Dusty Coppage of California,.Sonny 
Burres of Portland, number one rider 
in TT point standings in the nation 
as of this date, and National Num- 
ber one rider in TT point standings 
in the nation as of this date, and 
National Numbers 67 Glen Adams of 
Portland, 62 Dick Taylor of Kirk- 
land (1964 high point rider in the 
United States), and Don McLeod, 
1965 Novice champion, now riding 
Expert. 

The racing was marred by only 
one serious crash. In the sweeper 
turn at the end of the straightaway, 
on the first lap of the Amateur “A”

Triumph owner and rider, Ralph Pohl, is burning incense before the altar 


of the god who protects drag racers. 

As the fuel burning Triumph 
reached 120 miles per hour during 
Irwindales time trials, the front forks 
jarred into a series of lock-to-lock 
wobbles that reduced the bike's 
speed to 111 mph at the lights and 
continued to de-celerate as it shook 
itself as though it wanted to be rid 
of the rider. 


To Play A Melody 

Ralph was violently pitched — 
first off the machine to the right and 
then back to the left — his left foot 
was caught in some moving mass of 
linkage and stripped ofits protective 
shoe and then his toes attempted to 
play a melody on the taut spokes of 
the rear wheel. Valiantly he fought 
to gain control and suddenly the ma- 
chine straightened as though a 
greater power had reached down and 
set everything straight as it should 
be. The machine was halted safely 
and its rider returned to the cycle 
pits somewhat resembling a color 
swatch of egg white paint.

Al*s stream- 
lined fairing which covers three 
quarters of his 350cc Honda is one 
of the most appealing machines at 
Irwindale. 


Jr. Street 

If you take all of the bikes in 
legal street condition below 550cc, 
modified or stock, shake ‘em up in a 
series of heads-up racing, Suzuki 
seems to be the odds on favorite as 
to who is going to come out on top. 
Yamahas, Hondas, Triumphs, Suzu- 
kis, all were in contention until the 
field narrowed to two. Harry Couch’s 
500cc Triumph and “Old Man” Mur- 
phy’s 266cc Suzuki were all that 
was left. 

Suzuki*s chance for Jr. Street 
victory looked very low as the “Old 
Man's" arthritis seemed to creep into 
the X-6's gearbox and missed shifts 
were more common than a cold.

BEGINNING A NEW SERIES: 


HOW TO BUILD A TEACUP ROAD RACER 
AND ROAR WITH 50cc

Road racing is fun, For some un- 
explained reason, many people look 
upon road racing and road racers with 
some sort of awe. Many individuals 
look at pictures of riders heeled well 
over in a turn and secretly wish they 
too could go out and do battle with 
the local heroes. 

In a great many cases finances 
are the limiting factors to one's rac- 
ing aspirations, but if you want to 
get started in road racing there is a 
very low cost solution: For several 
hundred dollars you can have a com- 
petitive machinethat has low upkeep 
costs, will handle well and give you 
a good taste of the fun in store for 
you as a road racer. 

For some strange reason the 50cc 
class has been lagging behind the 
larger bikes of late. Perhaps the 
reasonis because there haven't been 
many production racers to choose 
from. And then too, the idea of build- 
ing up a bike is attractive to many 
people, but they just don’t know how 
to go about it. This is the reason 
for this series.

Let’s Go 

There are actually quite a few 
machines to choose from. Motorcycles 
from Italy and Japan constitute the 
largest percentage of 50cc machines 
now being imported into the USA. 
Aside from the low initial cost of a 
50, parts are cheap, the bikes are 
very easy to modify, and they are 
very receptive to tuning. 

One very important aspect of the 
small bike that is most overlooked 
is that of actually riding it. The new 
rider usually has his hands full 
learning what it’s all about and the

smaller machine is easier to ride 
which allows Joe Average to com- 
pete without having to go 120 m.p.h.

The tank was filled with rust so we made 
one up from a small can and taped it to the 
frame, This was done just to check the engine, 


A Beginning 

We found the Ital-Jet 50 pictured 
here intact, but rather sad looking 
because it sat out in the weather for 
the past year. The fuel tank con- 
tained nothing but stale gas and rust 
So Starting the machine was out of 
the question. 

A careful examination of the bike 
showed virtually no wear on the 
Stock tires and foot-peg rubbers so 
we felt the bike had received very 
little usage. Negotiations were com- 
pleted, we loaded the bike in the van 
and headed for home. 

After unloading the machine we 
removed the tank and made a make- 
shift one from a small can that was 
taped to the frame. After a few kicks 
the engine started and there were no 
mysterious noises coming from with- 
in. So at least we knew the engine 
wasin good shape. A short ride down 
the street showed the clutch and gear 
box in good working order. 


Stripdown 

At this point we felt a lot better 
about the whole thing. The next step 
was to strip the bike completely and 
start with the bare chassis. All of 
the parts were removed except the 
forks, rear shocks and wheels. Since 
the bike had been exposed to the

weather for a long time, everything 
was very dirty, so cleaning the chas- 
sis and engine was next on the 
agenda. After this was done, we set 
about deciding how to modify the 
chassis to suit us. 

First Modifications 

The wheelbase was only 44% 
inches so it was decided to lengthen 
the swinging arm and move the top 
shock mount back. This necessitates 
the use of a troch so it was decided 
to wait and do all of the welding and 
brazing at one time. If you don’t own 
a torch, don’t despair. These items 
can be rented at a nominal cost from 
many of the rental outfits, or you can 
get all of the necessary torch work 
done for a few dollars from your 
local welder. 

Next the front forks were disas- 
sembled, cleaned and inspected very 
carefully. Likewise both sets of 
brakes. If the bushings are worn, or 
the brake shoes look like they’ve 
seen better days, replace them. If 
the forks are sloppy, the bike will 
handle poorly, and if the brakes are 
bad you can’t stop as quickly as you 
should. 





Take Your Time 

If you follow along with us and 
build a 50 of your own, remember, 
that everything should be done to the 
best of your ability. Don’t rush any 
phase of construction. Exercise 
patience, it will pay off in the long 
run. Most problems of a mechanical 
nature are self inflicted by someone 
who gets in a hurry. Don’t rush. The 
success or failure of any project of 
this type is dependent on the amount 
of time and thought given to every 
phase. Think every step out care- 
fully. It's far better to spend an hour 
or two planning the next move rather 
than plunging in and discovering to 
your dismay you made a mistake and 
the whole job has to be redone. This 
happens all too frequently.

The Tulare entry deadline for the five 
mile National on July ist is midnight 
this weekend and Cumbie and Clark 
were in town to check with the riders 
and finalize the event. 

The Tulare National will be a first 
time affair with the time trials and a 
Novice race on Friday night, June 30th. 
They are looking for a large invasion 
from the East and Midwest to spice the 
show. ~ 

Portland Mile 

Portland’s 20 mile National on the 
mile track keeps picking up steam as 
Jack Leigh is already pouring the pub- 
licity into the Northwest for the July 16th 
race. He has the only track going that 
will offer a glass-enclosed grandstand 
with air conditioning!! He pointed out 
that it is only a two hour flight time 
from Los Angeles to Portland and looks 
for between 15,000 and 20,000 people to 
be on hand for the first race since 1955. 

Murrell is again getting his next 
winter indoor races set up for San Fran- 
cisco and Oakland but is pushing hard 
now for a non-National mile track date 
on July 30th for Santa Rosa. 

He feels that the great majority of 
top riders from all over the country will 
be in California during July and this 
half-way point between the Northwest 
and Southern Calif. would be an ideal 
spot for a rematch two weeks after the 
Portland mile date. Final details will 
come in the next. couple of weeks. 


Displaced Heidel burg 
This Sunday the National trail swings 
to Louisville, Ky. for the 15 miler that 


was pulled out of Heidelburg, Pa. a 
couple of months ago. No rider has ever 
ridden the track so the door is open. 
Don’t bet that Markel will have troubles 
two times in a row. 

Nixon now leads Roeder and Lawwill 
by fourteen small points so the National 
chase should really be interesting when 
the riders come out here next month for 
Tulare on July 1st, Castle Rock July 
8th, Portland July 16th and the Ascot 
TT on July 22nd. 

Nixon and Roeder are not known for 
their TT ability and there will be two in 
July. The half-mile and the mile is 
another story. 

The Tulare promoters, Cumbie and 
Clark, known as C&C Enterprises, have 
slated racing for central Calif. and 
Northern Calif. this year on a regular 
basis. 

Tulare runs twice a month and Sacra~ 
mento will run TT's twice & month from 
now on.

The winner of that 
long ago event was Gene Thiesen from 
Eugene, Oregon. Gene is now a cycle 
dealer and you can bet he will be on 
hand to watch and cheer for Mann and 
Gunter on July 16th. 

Congratulations to CYCLE WORLD 
for another fine show at the LA Sports 
arena. We need more of this. The show 
must have again broken all records.
